NHAT  DOES  A  TECHNICAL  ADVISOR  DO? 

From  Rich  Regent,  K9BBF,  SH  HI 
5003  South  26th  Street 
Milwaukee  HI  53221 

Many  Amateurs  confuse  the  ARRL  Technical  Advisor  with 
the  Technical  Coordinator. 

The  big  similarity  is  that  they  both  have  the  word 
"Technical8  in  their  titles.  One  Amateur ,  for  example, 
AD7I,  is  handling  both  the  TC  and  TA  jobs,  yet  there 
still  is  a  distinct  difference  in  the  duties. 

The  Technical  Coordinator  Leadership  Appointee  keeps 
interest  high  in  the  Section’s  technical  activities, 
and  my  be  knowledgeable  in  sany  electronic  areas. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Technical  Advisor  must  have 
expertise  in  his  or  her  appointment  area.  Preferably, 
the  appointee  is  engaged  professionally  in  that  area  of 
technical  expertise.  However,  persons  with  equivalent 
value  through  formal  education,  along  with  practical 
experience,  are  considered. 

The  TA  is  appointed  by  the  Technical  Department  Manager 
tor  a  term  of  one  year,  and  is  subject  to  renewal  at 
the  time  of  expiration,  A  TA  certificate  is  issued  by 
the  Technical  Department  Manager,  the  League  President, 
and  the  Division  Director, 

TAs  receive  free  copies  of  all  technical  books  produced 
by  the  League,  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  having  them 
go  through  the  books  to  point  out  discrepancies,  and 
suggest  improvements  for  the  next  revisions. 

They  are  also  asked  to  review  manuscripts  which  relate 
to  their  mriicul^r  yeas  of  professionalism,  assuming 
the  material  is  questionable  in  terms  of  accuracy  upon 
examination  by  our  (ftfiRL’s)  editorial  staff. 


TAs  are  encouraged  to  give  technical  lectures  at  club 
nestings  and  conventions,  and  are  reimbursed  for  their 
travel,  when  approved  by  ARRL  Headquarters.  TAs  also 
serve  as  fountainheads  of  information  when  called  upon 
by  Headquarters'  personnel  and  other  League  officials.

SOT  YOUR  THINKING  CAP  ON?

A  bright  WNA  member  selected  three  ARRL  publications  in 
a  book  store  to  purchase.  In  the  check  out  line,  he 
noticed  the  prices  were  multiplied,  instead  of  added, 
but  the  salesperson  said,  "Either  way,  the  total  cost 
is  $5.70."  Hhat  were  the  prices  of  each  of  the  three 
publications? 

The  Answer: 

There  are  various  solutions,  including  trial  and 
error,  or  a  lucky  guess,  but  perhaps  you  realized  that 
number  testing  is  a  job  for  a  computer. 

Assume  item  prices  are  a  positive  integer  number  of 
cents,  in  other  words,  we  can  forget  about  prices  like 
two-f.or-97  cents,  as  well  as  negative  and  imaginary 
values. 

The  problem  suggests  two  equations  with  three 
unknowns  as 


X  *  V  +  I  *  570.  (1) 
and 

XYZ=5700000.  (2) 

Eq.  Cl)  is  in  units  of  cents,  because  it's  easier  to 
program  in  integers.  If  the  left  hand  side  of  Eq.  12) 
is  to  be  in  units  of  "cents  cubed,”  then  the  right  hand 
side,  5.70  "dollars  cubed"  multiplied  by  the  conversion 
factor  of  1,000,000  "cents  cubed"  per  "dollar  cubed,” 
becomes  5700000  "cents  cubed.” 

Eq.  (2)  implies  that  no  item  is  free,  and, 
therefore,  we  can  assume  the  lowest  price  for  any  item 
is  1  cent.  Kith  these  facts,  the  BASIC  program  for  the 
Apple  computer  is:

Line  10  clears  the  screen.  Line  20  increments  the 
first  item,  X,  from  1  cent  to  568  cents;  the  upper 
limit  is  found  by  taking  570  cents  minus  the  sum  of  the 
ether  two  minimum  1-eent  costs. 

Line  30  displays  program  progress,  but  is  optional. 
Line  40  increments  the  second  item,  Y,  from  1  cent  to 
(569-X)  cents:  the  upper  limit  this  time  is  570  cents 
minus  1  cent  for  the  third  item  minus  X.  Solving  for  l 
in  Eq.  Cl >  results  in  Z  -  570  -  X  -  Y,  which  is  then 
substituted  for  Z  in  Eq.  (2). 

Line  50  tests  values  in  this  combined  equation;  if 
true,  control  goes  to  line  70;  if  false,  line  60 
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increaents  V  and,  if  the  Y  loop  is  completed,  it 
increaents  L  Finally,  line  70  prints  the  answers. 

Take  a  long  walk  while  the  program  runs.  Sfhen  you 
return,,  your  screen  should  show  the  answers  125,  160 
and  285,  converted  back  to  dollars  by  putting  in  the 
denials,  that's  $1.25,  $1,60,  and  $2.85.  How  did  your 
computer  do?

and  give  technical  talks  -  all  on  the  single  subject  of 
computers. 

Each  session  has  around  30  computer-owner  checkins, 
representing  eight  different  manufacturers,  with  over 
140  different  stations  checking  in  so  far. 

It's  not  unusual  for  several  enthusiastic  operators,  to 
ask  questions  and  share  interesting  comments.  This  net 
will  be  an  important  resource  to  instruct,  inspire,  and 
encourage  both  new  and  seasoned  Amateurs,  in  order  to 
improve  modes  of  communication,  and  to  keep  pace  with 
the  rapid  advance  of  computer  technology. 

Perhaps  you're  interested  in  the  idea  of  a  local  2- 
(aeter  computer  net,  and  could  coordinate  others  in  the 
right  direction  to  get  activity  started. 

There  are  several  computer-talk  nets  already  in 
operation  on  the  HF  bands,  with  operators  willing  to 
give  you  tips  and  guidelines  in  reply  to  your 
questions,  or  you  might  just  want  to  listen  to  hear 
discussions. 

Pertinent  information  about  such  nets  is  occasionally 
given  in  the  SET  “On  Line”  column,  or  in  the  ARRL  Net 
Directory. 

The  current  edition  of  the  Net  Directory  is  available 
for  the  asking.  It  lists  over  1,200  Public  Service  nets 
by  location  and  frequency,  as  well  as  many  computer  and 
maritime  service  nets.
